We have been hearing, and no 
doubt will be hearing for a time, a 
great deal of public speaking. It 
would doubtless be found on inquiry, 
that almost all our best public speak¬ 
ers started their platform training, 
when as boys, they led debates, con¬ 
ducted meetings and “orated” in 
adolescent style. We might also finit 
that their present ability, they owe 
directly to encouragement and per¬ 
sistent training of some one teacher. 

But the speakers whom we have 
been hearing and will hear, are all 
middle-aged men.- It is the present 
generation that will soon have to 
take their place, and what prepara¬ 
tion is being given for this very, os- 
sential element of education. 

While the ability to speak well 
may not be an absolute essential to a 
public leader, yet it s almost an es¬ 
sential. Few men prove convincing 
if they have to be "interpreted’' to 
their audience. 

If our own Alberta young people 
are to take their proper anil deserv¬ 
ed place, as successors to the present 
leaders, the foundation of their traia- 
ing should be laid now. Much money 
is being spent on education, they are 
being taught an infinity of subjects, 
yet is there any one phase of educa¬ 
tion which will mean so much to 
them in later years, as this ability to 
face an audience and express them¬ 
selves clearly. And is there any 
phase more ignored ? 

The curriculum is already crammed 
to overflowing with subjects, some of 
which are of debatable value. If the 
department would arrange space in 
the High School program for one or 
two hours weekly to be devoted sole¬ 
ly to debates, parliamentary proced¬ 
ure, etc., we might then feel that our- 
Alberta trained students were being 
provided with one real aid to useful 
citizenship. 

Canada needs most strongly, and 
will need even more strongly, a dom¬ 
inant native Canadian element in her 
public life. We have splendid young 
“native” jnaterial. Are we using the 
best methods in preparing it for lead¬ 
ership?

GAS TO FAR EAST 


Engineer figures it Feasible to Pipe 
as Far as Montreal 


CRITICS NEEDED 


j The question of utilizing the waste 
gas of Turner Valley, is foremost in 
the minds of .Canadian economists. 

The reason for deferred action has 
been the uncertainty as to whether 
enough gas could be depended on to 
supply first, the home consumption, bom, as a national entity. 
This matter has 

settled, and with the cost of piping 
ever in view, the plan of selling to 
Montana seemed the most reasonable. 

Manitoba hesitated, because of the 
cost of piping, to consider the use of 
Turner Valley gas. 

But a Belgian engineer who has 
been estimating costs, considers that 
it might be profitably exported as far 
Eastern Canada. He considers the 
probable cost of piping as $52,224 a 
mile. If 2,100 miles of piping were 
laid, this would cost $100,000,000 for 
transmission alone and would carry 
it as far as Montreal and other in¬ 
dustrial centres. He believes that 
even with this stupendous initial cost 
the project could prove well worth 
while, both to Turner Valley inter¬ 
ests and to eastern-Canada. 


A good strong opposition at Ed¬ 
monton will be for the good of the 
Province of Alberta. The most im¬ 
portant problems of Alberta’s history 
will have to be dealt with in the next 
few years, and a lop-sided House is 
apt to arrive at lop-sided decisions. 
Of course, we may expect the Gov¬

DOMINION DAY 

“His dominion shall be from sea to 
sea.” This is the scriptural verse 
from which the term “Dominion” of 
Canada was chosen, and this should 
strike the keynote of national aspir¬ 
ation. , 

July 1, Dominion day is the birth¬ 
day of Canada. It is a day signifi¬ 
cant only to Canadians. On July 1, 
1867 the Fathers of- Confederation 
met and the union of the provinces 
was consummated. 

In 1867 Ontario and Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick formed 
the federation. Shortly after Can¬ 
ada acquired vast Hudson Bay lands, 
out of which Manitoba was formed in 
1870. In 1871 the far flung province 
of British Columbia joined forces 
and in 1873, Prince Edward Island 
entered the union. Later still, the 
North West Territories were divided 
into Alberta and Saskatchewan and 
became provinces. 

From point of territory, Canada 
was as complete in 1873 as it is to¬ 
day. But she has travelled far in the 
development of national conscious¬ 
ness. 

The birth of a “Canada First” 
movement took place in Ottawa in 
1868, a few young men fathering the 

We think of these things on Domin 
i<?n day.,, 

doctrine pf “Canada before all,’’ or 
“Canada first of all.” The party ad¬ 
vocated every possible stimulus to 
native industry and a voice in treat¬ 
ies affecting Canada. 

Although as a group-these young 
men died and were forgotten, the in¬ 
fluence of their movement has grown" 
till it now permeates every sentiment 
of all true Canadians. Charlie Moir 
wrote of them: 

“The seed they sowed has sprung at 
last, 

And grows and blossoms through the 
the land.” 

In those far off days of 1867, Can-, 
ada’s legislation was subject to dis- 
c.llbwance of the Imperial govern¬ 
ment. She could not control immi¬ 
gration from Britain, or Canadian 
copyright, or Canadian shipping. 

I British troops were garrisoned in 
Canada, and the military forces were 
!under an, Imperial officer. 

Today all is changed. She has her 
seat in the League of Nations, 
Makes her own foreign agreements. 
Self government could hardly be 
more complete if she were independ¬ 
ent, and all with the great goodwill 
of Britain. 

,Our forefathers brought about 
these processes of development. The 
J future is in our hands. We are Can¬ 
ada’s, Canada is ( ours.

A change in the name of the Holt 
Combine to “Caterpillar” Combined 
Harvester, was announced by Union 
Tractor and Harvester Co., Ltd. deal¬ 
er for “Caterpillar” tractors and the 
newly-named “Caterpillar” Combin¬ 
ed Harvester in Central and Southern 
Alberta. The new name is given to 
the combine which has an 85 year 
working history back «f it; 75 in 
California. California, a new land 
of the ’49 gold strike, was so weighed 
down by high prices for even the 
commonest articles that anything 
which suggested a cheaper method of 
producing the needed food supplies 
was eagerly tested. That is why 
California led in the development of 
harvesters from the imported Michi¬ 
gan machine of 1854 to the present 
day. Stockton, California, became 
Ah? center of the harvester industry. 
It is here that such features as link 
belt chains, the first side hill combine 
the first friction clutch, were intro¬ 
duced by Benjamin Holt. Daniel 
Best of ■ San Leaandro, California, 
perfected the use of the gasoline en¬ 
gine for powering harvesters. The 
features in the-present “Caterpillar” 
combine c'an be traced directly to this 
i background.

No richer contribution"Vh^js been 
made to the strength of CanadioMr 
national life, than by the settlement 
in Eastern Canadia in 178J, of the 
United Empire Loyalists: Fully fif¬ 
ty thousand of thedb, who had re¬ 
mained loyal to Britain during the 
American Revolutionary War, were 
driven by prosecution’ to *ind new 
ironies in British Canada. Their des¬ 
cendants in turn form no small part 
of the native Canadian element of 
the West. Their history is Canadian 
history. 

Bereft of their comfortable homes 
in the American colonies, taxed and 
persecuted for their allegiance to 
Britain, they were in pitiful plight. 

The British government came to 
their rescue, giving eventually, some 
compensation for their losses, and 
offering free t"nnsportation from 
America and a liberal land grant if 
they settled in new Canada. In the 
spring of 178:1, a fleet of ships sailed 
out of New York and Boston bear¬ 
ing 7000 refugees to Nova Scotia, 
and all that summer boats plied 
transporting almost .10,000 to the 
Maritime*.

; wood before they coukjdM^ct sheltejP? 
Their privations were oeyAnd desprip- 
i tion. 

[ Hurriedly, surveyors were dis¬ 
patched to most accessible places in 
| Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Que¬ 
bec, P.E.I. and Ontario to map out 
farms. These surveyed hitherto un¬ 
settled territory, clinging close to the 
waterways which were the only high- 
i ways of traffic. Many Loyalists set¬ 
tled along the St. Lawrence, and in 
the spring of 1784 several thousand 
were brought past the rapids of the 
- St. Lawrence to their new homes 
along the shore of Lake Ontario, the 
Bay of Quinte and the Niagara pen¬ 
insula.

The crews on all Homestead oil 
wells were laid off last week with the 
exception of two men who are retain¬ 
ed to attend to the separators. 

The derrick for Lowery well No. 2 
has been rigged up and drilling start¬ 
ed recently, Lowery No. 1 is again 
producing enormously after being 
frozen for a time. 

Storage of Turner Valley gas into 
the depleted sands of Bow Island field 
was started last week by the Natural 
Gas Company. A large'kum of mon¬ 
ey has been set aside for equipment 
for this work. 

Mercury Well No. 3 is preparing 
to hook up on two separators while 
Mercury No. 2 started running 
through the separator on Thursday 
of last week. No. 3 well has a meas¬ 
ured gas flow of 16,600,000 cubic feet 
per day. These wells are on the old 
Addison McPherson lease. 

After being frozen tight for a per¬ 
iod of time, Lowery oil well came in¬ 
to production with as big a flow of 
oil as that which was obtained when 
it first came in. This well was the 
largest producer in the Valley and it 
■will be good news to shareholders to 
know that it is again producing. 

Dr. G. S. Hume of the geological 
survey of Canada describes the High- 
wood-Jumping Pond anticline as one 
of great importance. From the 
standpoint of oil and gas prospects 
this anticlinal area is considered of 
great importance, not only because 
it is a well-developed anticline but 
also because, within it, there are 
wide areas of Bfairmore rocks where 
drilling can commence at horizons 
much lower than anywhere possible 
in Turner Valley.

All buildings were of logs, of a 
primitive one-roomed sort. But 
aTnpngst the crude furniture might 
be found-re-beautiful clock or chair, 
saved in the flight from the Ameri¬ 
can colonies.
